Peggy Hopkins Joyce yesterday 
launched a vigorous counter-attack 
upon her Chicago husband, James 
Stanley Joyce, millionaire lumberman.

At the same time Peggy issued a 
statement through the law firm of

Fleming, categorically denying all the 
charges contained in her. husband's 
petition. 

Called Her Divorce a Fraud. 

Joyee in his bill asserted that the 
former model, dancer, singer, movie 
star, and actress practiced fraud in 
obtaining her divorce from Hopkins 
to marry him. He also named six co- 
respondents prominent in this country 
and Europe. He asked that the courts 
restore to him money and property 
worth $1,000,000 which, he contended, 
she obtained from him by trickery. 

Among the men nnamed by Joyce 
were Barton French of Torquay, Eng- 
land; Edouard Letelier, former ownet 
of the Paris Journal; Maurice Mauvet, 
the dancer; Evans Spaulding of New 
York, and E. James of London. 

“The charges made against Mrs. 
Joyce are groundless and maliciously 
made,”” the statement issued by the 
Chicago law firm asserts. 

He Never Complained, She Says. 

“ After their marriage Mr. and Mrs. 
Joyce lived in Europe for some time, 
and it was only for the express pur- 
pose of attending a directors’ meeting 
that Mr. Joyce returned to Chicago.

Story May Clear Up 


‘Cronkhite’s Death. 


Tacoma, Wash., April 1%.—Roland 
P. Pothier, private soldier, charged 
with slaying Maj. Alexander Cronkhite 
at Camp Lewis in October, 1918, con- 
fessed to federal authorities that he 
was ordered by his superior officer: 
Capt. Robert Rosenbluth, to bring out 
a loaded gun and “ get” Cronkhite, it 
was announced today by Prosecutor 
J. W: Selden, who disclosed five al- 
leged confessions made by Pothier. 

“I joined Maj. Cronkhite on the 
maneuver grounds at Camp Lewis,” 
the aHeged confession of Pothier, made 
in jail at Providence, R. I., on March 
24 last, reads, “and when about two 
feet behind him I loaded my revolver 
with three shells, I fired one shot into 
the open field and as the major was 
turning around in my direction I fired 
my second shot at the major, hitting 
him in the right breast.” 

Story of Alleged Crime. 

A description of the incidents lead- 
ing up to the shooting is given in 
the confession, Mr. Gelden said. After 
explaining that Capt. Rosenbluth first 
approached him four days before the 
shooting, Pothier’s statement says: 

“On the next day, or the night there- 
after; I again met Capt. Rosenbluth, 
and he asked me if I remembered what 
he said to me the other night about 


firing,a pistol. I a ered yes. He 
then asked me if I had any idea what 
it wat for, and I answered no. He 
then said: ‘IT want to get Maj. Cronk- 
hite.’ I asked him what he meant, and 
he said: ‘I want to kill him.’ 


“¥ asked him what his reasons were, 
and he said: ‘Because we want to get 
him out of the way.’” 

Then Definite Instructions. 

The alleged confession then stated, 
as giveh out by Mr. Selden, that 
Rosenbluth told Pothier precisely what 
he was to do and promised him protec- 
tion, and then continues: 

“Rosenbluth said: ‘ Be sure that you 
hit him in a good place, so he won't 
have a chance to say anything.’. 

‘“T asked Rosenbluth what I was to 
do after I*shot Cronkhite, and he said: 
‘You never mind. I will be some- 
where around, and when I see him fall 
I will run up and grab him. Then I 
will yell for a doctor and get him down 
there, and we will go about it just as 
if he shot himself. If there are any 
questions asked, I will tell them he 
shot himself accidentally.” I was to 
say nothing, Rosenbluth told me.” 

Polishing Up the “ Plot.” 

Everything happened) ag scheduled, 
Pothier stated in his alleged confes- 
sion, and Maj. Cronkhite was shot in 
the right breast. After the shooting 
Pothier described the scene as follows: 

‘“As Cronkhite fell I heard another 
shot from behind and Capt. Rosenbluth 
came rushing upon the seene. He 
picked up Cronkhite and dragged his 
body so that it lay in a position paral- 
lel with. the road. Rosenbluth then 
drew his pistol from its holster and 
shot a hole through a tobacco can, and.

WHITES, NEGROES, HEALTH. 


HAVE just come from a meeting of 

the Negro teachers of Alabama. Be- 

fore that audience Dr. Brown of 

Birmingham attributed the admittedly 
high death rate of. Negroes as compared 
with whites to environment. 

There is no question that a part of the 
excess is due to bad environment, but no 
more than a part of it can be explained 
on that basis. A considerable part of it 
ia. due to the poorer physique of the Ne- 
gro, at least for that part of his phys- 
ique having to do with the resistance to 
certain important diseases, 

The reports of the registrar of vital 
statistics, United States census office, 
show that in seventy-five cities located 
in the south the excessive death rates as 
‘compared with northern cities are due to 
the ex@essive death rates*of the Negro 
population. The Negroes in these cities 
make up 26.7 per: cent -of the population, 
The death rate of the whites is ‘about 
the death rate for the country at large.

This bill, it s¢ems to me, 
is not only a gross injustice to many 
owners who are trying to do the fair 
thing, but it is a violation of the funda- 
mental rights of private property.

‘I mean the fable about America commonly summed up in the phrase about 
the Almighty Dollar. I do not think the dollar {s almighty in America; I fancy 
many things are mightier, including many ideals and some rather insane 
ideals. But I think it might be maintained that the dollar has another of the 
attributes of deity. If it is not ofhnipotent, it is in a sense omnipresent. 

.Whatover Americans think about dollars, it is, I think, relatively true that 
they ‘talk about dollars. If a mere meghanical record could be taken by the 
modern machinery of dictaphones ard stenography 


“dollars” would occur more often in any given 
number of are conversations than the mere 
word “ pounds ” or “shillings ” in a similar num- 
ber of English conversations. 

And these statistics, like nearly all statistics, 
would be utterly useless and even fundamentally 
false. It is as if we should calculate that the word 
“elephant ’ had been mentioned a certain number 
of times in a particular London street, or so many 
times more often than the word “thunderbolt” 
had been used in Stoke Poges.

IKE every other national characteristic, this is not primarily a point for 

_ praise or blame; in essence it involves neither, and in effect it involves 

both. It is certainly connected with that snobbishness which is the great 

sin of English society. The Englishman does love t6 conceive himself as 
a sort of country gentleman; and his castles in the air are all castles in Scotland 
rather than in Spain. For, as an ideal, a Scotch castle is as ar as 2 
Welsh rarebit or an Irish stew. 

And, if he talks less about money, I fear it is sometimes because in one 
Money is a mystery in the old and literal sense of 
something too sacred for speech. Gold is a god; and, like the god of some 
agnostics, has no name, and is worshiped only in his work. It is true that 
the English gentleman wishes to have enough money to be able to forget it. 
But it may be questioned whether he does entirely forget it. 

As against this weakness, the American has succeeded, at the price of a 
great deal of crudity and clatter, in making general 
work. He has partly disenchanted the dangerous glamour of the gentleman, 
and in that sense has achieved some degree of democracy; which is the most 
difficult achievement in the world. 

the other hand, there is a good side to the Englishman's day dream of. 
leisure, and one which the American spirit tends to miss. It miay be expressed 
in the word “ holiday,” or, still better, in the word “ hobby.” The Englishman, 
in his character of Robin Hood, really has got two strings to his bow. Indeed, 
the Englishman really is well represented by Robin Hood; for there is always 
something about him that may literally be called outlawed, in the sense of 
being extra-legal or outside the rules. A Frenchman said of Browning that his 
center was not in the middle; and it may be said of many an Englishman that 
his heart is not where his treasure is.

Se great a thing as Pickwick is almost a kind of accident; it began as 
something secondary and grew into something primary and preéminent.

THE SMALL APARTMENT. 
SN'T it just old human nature to 
think that nothing is 
a high enough price is paid for it! 
We sympathize with the crowded 
tenements, and talk commiseratingly 
about hundreds of families being 
“herded ” together, but we will go into 
any of the new apartment hotels and 
boast that we pay $60 a week for the 
privilege of such herding. The $250 
a month for two rooms is the golden 
dividing line between the rich man’s 


man’s light housekeeping quarters. 
Without a doubt. there are many 
things that we can learn from those 
who, either from choice or necessity, 
lead the simple Hfe. One of them is 
thé condensing of personal belongings 
and eliminating of superfluities. The 
first step towards simplifying, in mov- 
ing from a large into a small apart- 
ment, is to Steel oneself against senti- 
mentality. 

Make a selection of the things that 
are necessary, despite of their associa- 
tion. Discard the ugly pieces with 
the same fine disregard. Bid a fond 
and final farewell to ponderous pieces— 
wardrobes, big dining room sets, large 
bookcases, and great library tables.

“Why spend money on that road?” 
has been the usual question. “‘ The state 
is going to pave it.” And in four years 
the state has failed to keep its prom- 
ises. 

Lake street to Elgin is cited as a 
typical example of this neglect, and 
the same neglect may be seen on prac- 
tically all of the designated roads out- 
side of Cook county. The negtect does 
not stop there, according to highway 
authorities. It exists in the townships 
where roads are- waiting for councy 
construction, and so all down the line. 

“The construction deadlock in 
Springfield that has already delayed 
this year’s hard road program beyond 
hope of any substantia? improvement 
in mileage this season, makes the turn- 
ing over of the entire bond fSssue sys- 
tem of roads for state maintenance ean 
absolute necessity,” declared a Chicago 
authority following the Wisconsin tour. 

“Patrols can be set on all the roads 
and repairs can go forward at once 
while we are waiting for the long de- 
layed construction that will bring lLili- 
nois to its rightful place in highway 
transportation. Automobile licenses 
will pay for this maintenance. Of 
course, it will be expensive. It wiil 
cost $620,352 a year to maintain the 
roads that have been graveled alone. 
But it will allow us to at least ride 
over our important highways until 
they can be reached with the $60,000,- 
000 bond issue and we can be given 
permanent roads.”

Spade in an abundant supply of 
rich garden soil where the bulbs are to 
be set. Before the bulbs are set scat- 
ter a liberal supply of lime and bone 
meal over the surface of the bed and 
work it into the soil until both mate- 
rials are carefully mixed to a depth 
of two or three inches, 


The gladiolus may be planted in 
such:a variety of ways that it is one 
of*the most attractive garden flowers. 
Showy, bright sp®8ts may be added to 
the garden or lawn whether the -plants 
are grown in round, square; or oval 
shaped béds or in long borders. 


Have Furrows Deep Enough. 


The space left between each bulb 
depends upon the size of the bulb. 
The average distance in beds is about 
three inches in the row, leaving just 
enough room between the rows for 
hoeing. A simple way to plant the 
bulbs is to open up-a furrow deep 
enough that the buibs may be cov- | 
ered with four or five inches of dirt. 
If planted shallow the plants bend 
over easily, often exposing the bulbs 
to the sun. Some cover them about 
two inches deep at first and rake in 
more dirt as the plants grow.

Always plant the bulbs right aide) 
up, For a succession of bloom where 
plenty of space is available the bulbs 
should be set from time to time until 
about July 1. Begin planting as soon 
as it is warm enough to work out- 
doors, and set out more bulbs about 
every two weeks. Bulbs that are 
sprouting should be planted first. 

After the plants come up the ground 
must be kept free from weeds. They 
respond to plenty of water, but the, 
watering must be done after sundown. 

Cutting the Spikes. 

Gladiolus is primarily a cut flower, 
and as such it ig a strong competitor 
of all other plants. Cut the spikes 
when the first bud opens, and if kept in 
water in the house every bud wiil 
open. In cytting the spikes leave 
about three leaves on the bulb roots.

Is it soothing 
to climb or descend them in street cars 
or automobiles? It is not; it is a night- 
mare! 


Palaces Near the Golden Gate. 

Even nature seemed to realize the 
impossible manner in which the city 
was laid out, and did her best to clear 
the ground for a new and better de- 
signed metropolis by firmly, if not 
gently, shaking much of it down. near- 
ly fifteen years ago. If the town build- 
ers did not take advantage of their 
unexpected release from the bondage 
resulting from original mistakes it is 
to be hoped that should they be given 
a third opportunity, a more enlight- 
ened generation of citizens will be in 
charge of her destinies. At present the 
pedestrian there has to be a sticky 
footed human fly to get about with 
any degree of comfort. 

But what palaces the San Francis- 
cans build on their hilltops! Stun- 
ning white marble creations, charming 
stucco dwellings, stately brick man- 
sions, friendly timbered Tudor homes 
attract the eye of the investigating 
tourist on every side.

An Imposing Pile of Marble. 

There is no mansion in or near San, 
Francisco, however, larger, more pala-

It is set on wide and wind swept ter- 
races, which are surrounded with stone 
balustrades and are now overgrown 
with weeds. From them the land 
slopes swiftly down.in every direction 
as if abandoning the lonely; uninhab- 
ited palace and the four vast, unpeo- 
pled terraces to the winds and the 
clouds and the circling birds. 


There is no visible attempt to carry © 


out what must have been a part of the 
original design to lay out the formal 


ting requires. A long and charming 
two mile drive, through a virgin forest 
of live oaks, laurel, and other ‘native 
trees and shrubs, leads from the main 
entrance to the massive entrance. The | 
only sign of human habitation visible 
on the way up or after reaching the 
lofty plateau is a ramshackle, tumble | 
down shanty on an abuting shoulder of 
the hill not far from the house itself.

The house, in spite of the unfinished 
aspect outside, is fully furnished and | 
has been lived in by its owners. Much | 
of Mrs. Carolan’s wardrobe hangs in 
the closets, but now the vast pile | 
stands desolate and empty. Mrs. Car- 
olan spent the winter in New York, | 


while her husband divided his time be- 
tween that city and the country club 
at Burlingame. 

As usual, the return to Chicago from 
the brilliant atmosphere of California, 
from its immaculate cities and radiant 
landscapes, seems like coming héme 
to a slatternly, loud voiced, cheerful 
wife, whose hair hangs down her back, 
whose face is none too clean, whose 
embrace is hearty’ and comforting, if 
somewhat smelly. 

We all of us native born love Chi- 
cago, and speak her praises when 
away, but we see her with especially 
clear vision after an absence, and 
thus seeing we can not help wonder 
ing why all these years of civic work 
have not mitigated two of her grossest 
blemishes, namely her filthy atmos- 
phere and her vile transportation con- 
ditions. 

Administration after administration 
has come into office in the city hall 
promising improvement, and yet today 
we are worse off than we were twenty- 
five years ago. The smoke canopy 
hangs blacker, and the street cars are 
more overcrowded than they were then. 
Is there no hope?

I 
have in mind a small place where the 
owner. carefully planned his grounds 
in advance of any undertaking. The 
first year he planted all the trees, the 
foundation planting in front, and the 
shrub plantations to screen out objec- 
tionable parts. The second seagon the 
foundation planting was made com- 
plete and the planting at the corners | 
added. The third season finished the | 
shrub planting, and the evergreens ; 

were put in their proper place. In the! 
fourth season the herbaceous peren- 
nials and the architectural features 
completed the carrying out of the 
plans. 

“This place never looked as thous 
it had been treated stingily, and ‘each 
successive stage marked just that | 
much more improvement, Of course | 
different preferences may demand a/| 
different order in the successive | 
stages, but the function and impor- | 
tance of the plan is apparent through- | | 
out.

The Rev. William Converse De Witt, 
S. T. D., dean of the Western. Theo- 
logical seminary, 2720 West Washing- 
ton boulevard, and professor of pas- 
toral theology and homiletics, will 
complete his sixteenth year in that po- 
sition at the seminary’s thirty-sixth 
commencement next month. The 
Western seminary has _ furnished 
priests to the bishops of the Episcopal 
church in half the states in the union 
and in the Philippine islands, Japan, 
Australia, and Sweden, according to 
the latest catalogue. 

The Rev. Dean De Witt is a gradu- 
ate of Racine college and the General 
Theological seminary, ordained deacon 
and priest by the late Bishop McLar- 
en, and the former rector of Grace 
church, Freeport, Ill., for two years 
and of St. Andrew’s church, Chicago, 
for seventeen years, from which he 
was called to the deanship of the West- 
ern Theological seminary in 1905. 

As a cierical deputy to the general 
convention in 1901, 1910, and 1916 he 
has taken an active part in the na- 
tional affairs of the Episcopal church 
as well as on diocesan boards, and he 
is the author of “ A Manual of Instruc- 
tion for Confirmation” and “ Decently 
and in Order,” a treatise on pastoral 


theology published in 1915.
